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While a stüdent, he was led to attend the 
ministry of the Rev. Dr. Guyse, then pastor 
of the Independent Church, meeting i in Broad 
Street. There the Lord was pleased to set 
the word home with power to his soul, and 
there he was admitted a member. 

About the twenty third year of his age, he 
received a call from the church, in this place, 
to succeed, in the pastoral office, the Rev. 
Mr. Hubbard, then deceased. When he ac- 
cepted this invitation, the prospects before 
him were very unfavourable, and the interest 
very low. There were only seven brethren 
belonging to the church; and he has often 
said, the individuals of the congregation, were 
not so numerous as the pews. 
- But the work of God, at Stpney, odd 
; fully revived under his ministry. There was 
a great increase in the congregation; and 
large additions were made to the church. It 
is like wise worthy of notice, that, during the 
fifty years this dear man of God was pastor 
here, the most perfect union, and constant 


peace were preserved. While we thankfully 
E 2 ascribe 
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ascribe this blessing to the God of peace, 
we must acknowledge it was instrumentally 
8 owing to that degree of prudence, and wis- 
dom, which he so evidently possessed. 

He was loving, kind, affectionate; and, 
disdaining a spirit of contractedness and bigo- 
try, he kindly embraced in the arms of chris- 
tian affection, all that „loved the Lord Jesus 
& Christ in sincerity.“ ** He wished well to, 
and prayed for, the dear people of God, 
of every denomination. Although he was 
from education, and conviction, 2 protestant 
dissenter, of the independent persuasion, he 
maintained strict friendship and intimacy with 
the gospel clergy of the church of England, 
who like wise expressed themselves happy in 
the honour of their acquantance with him. 

He has often told me, that the strongest love
